HOMECOMING FOR HIKERS 


After more than two 
years in Iranian prison, 
American men return

NEW YORK Two American men jailed in Iran for 
more than two years for spying arrived in New 
York on Sunday saying they were innocent and 
had been held hostage simply because of their 
nationality 

Josh Fattal and Shane Bauer, arrested with their 
friend Sarah Shourd while hiking along the Iraq- 
Iran border in July 2009, were freed Wednesday 
after Oman paid bail of $i million. Shourd was re- 
leased on $500,000 bail a year ago. 

Fattal and Bauer were sentenced to eight years 
in prison last month after a trial held behind closed 
doors. Washington denied the group were spies. 


and President Obama said Wednesday they never 
should have been detained. 

Flanked by family members at a news confer- 
ence Sunday in New York, Bauer and Fattal said 
the case against them was a “total sham” with “ri- 
diculous lies that depicted us as being involved in 
an elaborate American-Israeli conspiracy to under- 
mine Iran.” 

“The only explanation for our prolonged deten- 
tion is the 32 years of mutual hostility between 
America and Iran,” Bauer said. “We were convicted 
of espionage because we are American. It’s that 
simple. No evidence was ever presented against 
us.” 

With no diplomatic ties between Washington 
and Tehran since the 1979 Islamic Revolution— 
when 52 Americans were held hostage in Iran for 
444 days until January 1981 — several countries 
worked to mediate the release of the hikers. 


Bauer and Fattal’s freedom coincided with Ira- 
nian President Mahmoud Ahmadinejad’s visit to 
New York for the U.N. General Assembly Ahma- 
dinejad, at odds with Washington and other West- 
ern governments over Iran’s nuclear program, de- 
scribed the release as a humanitarian gesture. 

“Sarah, Josh and I have experienced a taste of the 
Iranian regime’s brutality We have been held in al- 
most total isolation from the world and everything 
we love, stripped of our rights and freedom,” said 
Bauer, who is engaged to Shourd. 

Shourd told the news conference the trio, in 
their late 20s and early 30s, would be speaking and 
writing “at great length” about their ordeal in the 
future. 

She said they regret not knowing more about 
the area where they chose to go hiking but their 
detention had nothing to do with them crossing 
the border.

‘WE HEARD THE 
SCREAMS’ 

Josh Fattal and Shane 
Bauer described trying 
conditions during their 
two-plus years of de- 
tainment in Iran.

Renovation stations 


Is your stop getting a face-lift? Expansions, moves and rehabs in the works 


Chicago Tribuite 

'I'he renovation of one of the C'lWs worst 
eyesores, the Clark/Division subway station 
on the Red Line, finally is in sight. 

'I'he last piece of federal funding will be in 
place in October to start rebuilding the sta- 
tion, which opened in 1943 and is well past its 
50 -year useful life span, officials said. 

'J'hc improvements will make the station 
more accessible with the addition of a new 
entrance at LaSalle Street that includes two 
elevators. 

‘^Thc basic physical plant of the station is 
World War II era. Not much has been done 
since the station 
opened,” said Bri- 
an Steele, spokes- 
man for the Chi- 
cago Department 
of 'Ifansportation, 
which manages 
C rA station proj- 
ects. 

'rhe Chicago 
Metropolitan 
Agency for Plan- 
ning is scheduled next month to release the 
final S 48.24 million in federal funds that are 
paying for the S 102.47 million Cl ark /Division 
project. 

The project is made possible through the 
federal Congestion Mitigation and Air Qual- 
ity Improvement program, or CMAQ, which 
supports efforts that lower pollution and 
provide relief from traffic congestion. 

The Clark/Division work involves install- 
ing elevators to make the station accessible 
to disabled riders, rehabbing the existing 
mezzanine and platform, and adding a sec- 
ond accessible entrance and mezzanine on 
the LaSalle end of the existing platform, 
Steele said. 

The LaSalle work will be done first, over 
to three years, followed by the second 
phase with expected completion in 2016 or 
2017, officials said. 

CDOT plans to seek bids on the Clark/Di- 
vision project late this year or early next year 
and start construction in 2012, Steele said. 

He acknowledged the project is expensive, 
but it is overdue. 

To help pay for the Grand/State upgrades.

Families, colleagues 
gather to remember 
those lost in past year

A painful year had passed since Chicago fire- 
fighters and their families last gathered at 
Rosehill Cemetery to honor fallen colleagues 
and loved ones below the wailing buzz of bag- 
pipes and the tolls of a bell. 

For the first time since 1998, the depart- 
ment had lost multiple firefighters in battle 
with a blaze. A federal report the Tribune 
brought to light Friday faulted the depart- 
ment for alleged communication and radio 
equipment problems that contributed to the 
deaths of Corey Ankum and Edward Stringer 
after a roof collapsed in a burning South Side 
building in December. 

Ankum and Stringer were focal points of 
Sunday’s rain-drenched memorial beneath 
the towering monument to their calling, 
though the ceremony focused entirely on ser- 
vice and sacrifice, rather than blame. 

“It’s very easy to Monday morning quar- 


terback. I will not second-guess my men and 
women, ever,” said Thomas Ryan, president 
of the Chicago Firefighters Union Local 2, af- 
ter the service. “Even when you do everything 
right, bad things happen.” 


The deadly fire illustrated the danger fire- 
fighters face every day Ryan said, surrounded 
by department members and their families 
eating lunch at a post-ceremony reception in 
the garage of a firehouse near the cemetery

A win for Saudi women: 
They can vote in 2015 


D JEDDAH, Saudi Arabia Saudi Arabia’s king announced 
Sunday that women would be given the right to vote 
and run for office, a bold shift in the ultra-conservative ab- 
solute monarchy as pressure for social and democratic re- 
form sweeps the Middle East. 

It was by far the biggest change in Saudi Arabia’s tightly 
controlled society yet ordered by the 88-year-old Abdullah 
bin Abdulaziz al-Saud, who took power six years ago with a 
reformer’s reputation but has ruled as a conservative. 

In practice, the measure will do little to change how the 
country is run: Saudi Arabia’s rulers allow elections only for 
half of the scats on municipal councils, which have few pow- 
ers. Only men will vote at the next elections, scheduled for 
next week; women will be allowed to vote in 2015. 

The king did not address broader issues ofwomen’s rights 
in a country where women arc not allowed to drive and re- 
quire a male relative’s permission to work or travel. 

But the announcement was hailed by liberals and activ- 
ists who said it raised hopes that other demands for greater 
democratic and social rights might one day be met. 

^'This is great news,” Saudi writer and women’s rights ac- 
tivist Wajeha al-Huwaidcr said. “Women’s voices will finally 
be heard. Now it is time to remove other barriers like not al- 
lowing women to drive cars and not being able to function, 



to live a normal life without male guardians.” 

The U.S., Saudi Arabia’s ally, praised the measures, saying 
they offered women “new ways to participate in the deci- 
sions that affect their lives and communities.” 

“The announcements made today represent an impor- 
tant step forward in expanding the rights of women in Saudi 
Arabia,” a White House statement said. “We support King 
Abdullah and the people of Saudi Arabia as they undertake 
these and other reforms.”

These four restaurants are ready with 
iVcsh and fruity mixers fit for a splash of spirits— 
provided you bring the bottle.

(2013 W. Division St. 773-235-7310) 
recently debuted a lineup of 
aguas frescas. They re complex 
and culinary in nature, and whats 
more, they re ripe for thepair-_ 
ing. Grab a bottle of Don Q rum 
($13.99) from D&D (2006 W. 
Division St. 773-252-3114) across 
the street and use it to spike 
the Eau de Ruiz, which reminds 
us of a fancy horchata with 
pineapple and mango. White 
rum also plays nice with the 
LeChamoy, a tamarind-chili 
concoction. Single servings 
will run you $5. but this eatery 
is especially good for groups; 
pitchers serving 4-5 cost $18. 


SOJU 


Joy Yee Noodle (2139 S. China Place. 312- 
328-CKX)1> has been a Chinatown standby 
for years, especially for its extensive frozen 
drink menu. Lucky for you, China Place 
Liquor City (2105 S. China Place. 312-225- 
8118) is just down the plaza, and theyVe got 
nearly every kind of Asian mixer imaginable. 
Try a bottle of Charm soju, a vodka-like spirit 
made from rice or sweet potato that's 
extremely popular in Korea ($5.99 
for a 375-milliliter bottle), and mix it 
with a lychee and honeydew freeze 
($3.25) for a fresh, fragrant spiked 
treat. 


TEQUILA 

Ukrainian Village's beloved Ruxbin Kitchen (851 N. Ashland Ave. 312-624-8509) is no stranger to 
glowing press, including a recent mention in Bon Appetit magazine. Most diners opt for beer 
or wine, but cocktail fans can have a field day with a rotating selection of housemade sodas 
($4). A bottle of peppery 1800 silver tequila ($25 at Rothschild Liquors, 1532 W. Chicago Ave. 
312-421-1562) will mix well with funky flavors such as celery, roibos-guava-prickly pear and blue 
poppyseed-vanilla bean. Wait times can be serious, but fortunately there's a lounge area to 
hang out until your table's ready; we suggest picking up a six-pack to pass the time. 



GIN 

Bridgeport cafe Pleasant House Bakery (964 W. 31st St. 773-523-7437) isn’t 
the most likely spot for a killer cocktail, but in keeping with the house- 
made soda craze, you’ll find phenomenal ginger ale and hibiscus tea soda - /

to the retail side of Maria's Packaged Goods & Community Bar (960 W. r

“Terra Nova” opens with 
a sweeping view of the 
Chicago skyline, but it's 
not quite familiar. 

Sure, we see the^llis 
Tower for a second, but 
it's dwarfed by taller 
skyscrapers, most of 
which are in ruins, with 
broken windows that let 
in the pollution choking 
Planet Earth circa 2149. 

't here are no trees, no 
flowers in the center of 
downtown streets. 'There 
is no sunlight. 

But there is the 'A 
Family Is Four” law, a 
two- child limit that 
police officer Jim Shan- 
non (Jason O^Mara) 
and his doctor wife, 
Elisabeth {Shelley Conn), exceeded when they 
had Zoe. 'Iwo years later, Jim is in prison for the 
transgression when Elisabeth is invited to be part 
of'lerra Nova, an environmentally friendly colony 
established, with the help of time travel, 85 mil- 
lion years in the past and where humanity hopes 
to create a new civilization. 

It’s a giant do-over, but can humanity not 
screw things up again? And can the long list of 
“Terra Nova” producers, which includes Steven 
Spielberg, not screw up a story that starts out so 
promising in Monday’s two-hour series premiere, 
called “Genesis”?

potential to be a thought-provoking sci-fi series. 
Or it could be a sappy disappointment filled with 
standard Spielberg tropes. 

'That danger is made evident within the first 
30 minutes of the premiere. I have no complaints 
about the eye-popping special effects. 'The beau- 
tifully dark dystopia of the future gives way to a 
lush, sunny and equally captivating past. CThe se- 
ries is filmed in Southern Queensland, Australia.) 

But with the change of scenery comes a change 
in tone. The intense sci-fi feel of that opening act 
slows into more of a standard family drama when 
the Shannons make it to Terra Nova. We get to 
know more about rebellious son Josh (Landon Li- 
boiron), bookish daughter Maddy (Naomi Scott) 


and cute little Zoe— all three being rather stock 
characters in the Spielberg world. 

Luckily, just when things seem close to getting 
too cutesy, something sinister rears its head— 
and I’m not talking just dinosaurs. 'Terra Nova’s 
leader, Nathaniel 'Taylor (Stephen Lang), also 
seems like a familiar character— the inspirational 
hero— until he’s challenged by the Sixers, a 
group of rebels who broke away from the colony 
for mysterious reasons. 

Taylor’s keeping secrets, and that’s just one of 
several potentially exciting story threads that arc 
delightfully teased. Like the colonists. I’m not 
quite sure we’re getting the full story, but I can’t 
wait to find out what it is.

Don’t spoil a 
healthy salad

Just because something’s 
called “salad” doesn’t make 
it healthy It can be the ex- 
act opposite. Here’s how 
to make your salad nutri- 
tious, tasty and filling. 

Keep it colorful 

A salad with iceberg lettuce, 
celery and cucumbers has 
significantly fewer vitamins 
than one with romaine or 
spinach leaves, carrots, broc- 
coli and tomatoes. “Generally, 
the darker and brighter the 
color, the better the nutri- 
tion,” registered dietitian Holly 
Hicks says. 

Add lean protein 

Without it, your stomach likely 
will be rumbling again soon. 
Good choices: grilled chicken 
breast or shrimp, lean beef, 
canned salmon, beans, baked 
tofu and hard-boiled eggs. 

Sprinkle on 
some crunch 

Add a small handful of raw 
almonds or walnuts (about 
10) or seeds for protein and 
healthy fats. Avoid sugar-coat- 
ed nuts, which are basically 
candy. You also can shave 
kernels from a leftover ear of 
corn. 


Avoid high-calorie 
culprits 

Fried meats and creamy, may- 
onnaise-based items such as 
chicken salad, macaroni salad 
or potato salad are bad for 
your waistline. Also steer clear 
of full-fat cheeses, croutons 
and bacon. 

Add flavor 

Fresh herbs such as basil, ci- 
lantro, parsley and mint 
keep salads interest- 
ing and also may 
help prevent 
high cholesterol, 
cancer and in- 
flammation that can 
lead to heart disease. 
Asparagus, red peppers 
and Portobello mushrooms 
also add zing. 


Watch the dressing 

Choose olive oil and vin- 
egar or light dressings-not 
creamier options such as blue 
cheese or ranch-and limit 
the serving size to one or two 
tablespoons. Even better, dip 
your fork in the dressing and 
then in the salad instead of 
pouring on dressing. 

Keep it raw 

Make sure the majority of in- 
gredients are fresh, plain 
vegetables or fruit- 
not vegetables 
marinated in 
sauces or 
fruit salads 
in sugary 
bases.
